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LET SPINNERS SEE THE SOUTH 

Some very strong Southern influences 
are being brought to bear to bring 
about a meeting of the spinners of the 
world at some central Southern point. 
The object sought is to establish a sort 
of international comity between grower 
and spinner of cotton that each may un- 
derstand the other better. The plan is 
an excellent one and deserves the en- 
couragement of all interested in the cot- 
ton trade. CoTTon is frank to say that 
the foreign spinner needs to know the 
South very much more than the cotton 
grower needs to know the foreign spin- 
ner. A visit South would put the spin- 
ner in possession of some facts of which 
he is extremely ignorant. 

The foreign spinners have had an in- 
ternational meeting recently, but they 
went to Zurich with it. From that lofty 
standpoint they viewed the situation 
with alarm, and opined that the cotton 
growers were a criminal class whose 
sole object in life was the harrying of 
the manufacturing interests. They com- 





forted their souls with the assurance 
that at some time in the dim fu- 
ture the colonies of European govern- 
ments would grow sufficient cotton to 
make the South beg its bread again. 
Then they went home. 

Had this meeting been held near the 
cotton fields these spinners would have 
seen the efforts here to increase the 
crop. Had some of them stayed longer, 
they would have seen the largest cotton 
acreage the world ever knew, the heav- 
iest sales of fertilizer, the most industri- 
ous efforts to cultivate the crop. Later 
they would have seen the Providential 
causes which enter into the game. The 
bollweevil, excessive rain in spots and 
drouth in sections, hot winds in Texas 
and sharpshooters, army worms, cater- 
pillars all took a hand, and the prettiest 
condition the trade ever saw declined 
and fell like the mercury in a blizzard. 
There are hundred of pious old planters 
scattered through the South who firmly 
believe that the Power above will not 
let a crop be grown big enough to bring 
about six-cent cotton. In the face of re- 
cent events they may certainly be ex- 
cused for cherishing this belief. 

Let the foreign spinner come South 
and see conditions as they are. Then 
let the manufacturers of the world in the 
light of their new knowledge put the 
prices of manufactured goods in har- 
mony with the new price level of the 
raw material. 


THE PATRIARCHAL PLANTA- 
TION. 

The South is returning to the idea 
that the plantation system is better for 
the production of cotton than the small 
farm. Thediversified crops, small farm 
idea is, of course, ideal for the small 
white farmer. By carrying out this 


idea and making cotton his surplus crop 
the white farmer has become practically 
independent, the section has advanced 
wonderfully and the crop has been kept 
down to a point where consumption 
practically regulated its price as never 
before. 





Now, however, there is not sufficient 
cotton for the world’s demands. It is 
necessary that more be grown—and the 
small farmer is doing about all he can. 
Growing cotton on a large scale with 
plantations managed as they were in the 
old days of slavery offers a remunera- 
tive field for the employment of capital. 
Farm land in the South is cheaper now 
than it willever beagain. It can be se- 
cured in large bodies at a most reason- 
able price. The plantation system will 
solve the labor question to an extent. 
Where a hundred or more _ hands 
are needed agricultural immigrants 
can be brought and_ “kept to- 
gether. The negro himself is more 
easily controlled and held together in 
large bodies. At the present range of 
prices the cotton plantation is a re- 
munerative investment. There a 
tendency in many Southern communi- 
ties to concentrate individual holdings 
into large corporate establishments. 
Planting companies are being organized 
ata fairly rapid rate and the movement 
will grow. COTTON some time ago pub- 
lished some matter relative to a plant- 
ing and manufacturing company. This 
scheme is being investigated by several 
different sets of men, and it is entirely 
within the range of possibility that sev- 
eral companies of this order will be 
launched within the year.

THE HUSTLING NORTHWEST. 

A big ocean steamer will leave Seattle 
in November for the Orient carrying an 
exhibition of American goods for the 
export trade. No passengers other than 
exhibitors will be carried, and no cargo 
other than exhibits. Stops will be made 
at ports of commerciel importance, and 
no effort will be spared to attract mer- 
chants and importers to the exhibition. 
The exposition ship will visit Yoko- 
hama, Kobe, Nagasaki, Shanghai. Hong 
Kong. Manila, Singapore, Colombo, 
Mauritius, Delagoa Bay, Australian 
ports, and on the return trip the Pacific 
ports of South America. Northwestern 
exporters backed by Jas. J. Hill, of the 
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Great Northern Railway, are the mov- 
ing spirits in the enterprise. 

This is a most praiseworthy undertak- 
ing. It is to be hoped that a complete 
showing for the Southern textile indus- 
try will be made. It has not been stated 
that this industry will be featured at all, 
but no effort should be spared to have 
an exhibit of Southern cotton textiles as 
full and complete as possible. Floating 
exhibitions have been tried with marked 
success by English exporters of many 
lines of goods. It might be well for 
some of our strong Southern mills mak- 
ing export goods to investigate this 
matter. The Hill interests are undoubt- 
edly going to make a magnificent effort 
to control the trade of the Orient. Im- 
mense ships have been built which will 
ply between Seattle and Chinese ports. 
A large trade in flour will be built up and 
along with this cotton textiles can easily 
be pushed. Trade with the East is go- 
ing to be done through Pacific ports, 
mainly through Seattle. Changing con- 
ditions are bringing about necessities 
for new alignments. New York-City is 
no longer the only port through which 
textiles can be shipped to the East. A 
new and more hustling set of men are 
getting into the export trade. The 
West and Northwest will control the Pa- 
cific trade, and a little exploitation on 
the part of Southern mills just now may 
mean much in the future. The Hill in- 
terests are not waiting for trade to come 
to them, but are going after trade, and 
it is with such people as this that we 
need to align ourselves. 

Our export trade is not commensurate 
with the importance of our industry. 
Some important people have stated in 
the public prints that this is due to the 
lack of enterprise on the part of the 
firms which have thus far controlled the 
export trade in cottons. Recently so 
many unforeseen and uncontrollable 
conditions in China have come about 
that no man can reasonably charge ex- 
porters with lack of enterprise. How- 
ever, the truth remains that most of our 
export eggs are in the China basket,and 
it is afragile vessel. Let the Northwest 
go ahead and pry open some new markets 
for cotton goods. The South will make 
the goods in any quantity that can be 
sold, and will build mills so long as 
there is a market to be supplied. 


Tue directory edition of CoTrTon, 
that splendid magazine devoted to cot- 
ton and allied industries, is on The 
Citizen exchange table and a careful 
perusal demonstrates the wisdom and 
use of such a medium.

EDWARD ATKINSON is again growing 
imaginary cotton on the pampas of 
South America. If all the advice the 
Hon. Edward has given the South in 
the past twenty-five years had been fol- 
lowed not one bale of cotton would now 
be grown here. He has pictured the 
sheep and the cowpea in such glowing 
terms that an Atkinson disciple could 
not possibly make up his mind to plant 
anything but cowpeas or feed anything 
but sheep. 


THE temporary depression in cotton 
goods has held back the greatest boom 
the Southern textile industry has ever 


known. Out of seven mill men ap- 
proached in this city recently four 
stated that plans for new mills in their 
towns had been held up for a brighter 
day. When conditions become settled 
the spindles and looms will show a rapid 
rate of increase in the South. 





Resolutions Are Submitted. 

The committee submitted the follow- 
ing resolutions, which will be sent to the 
hard yarn spinners: 

*‘As the result of an informal confer- 
ence held in this city today, by the un- 
dersigned, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

‘*‘Whereas, a deplorable condition of 
affairs now prevails among those manu- 
facturers engaged in the manufacture of 
weaving a hard cotton yarn and caused 
largely by the disparity now existing be- 
tween the price of yarn and the cost of 
the raw material, and whereas, the only 
apparent possible way to bring about 
a change of existing conditions is for a 
general conference of all spinners inter- 
ested to be called to counsel together; 
therefore, be it 

‘*Resolved, That we, the undersigned, 
hereby issue a call for a general meet- 
ing of hard spinners, to be held in this 


city, at the county court house, at 11 
o’clock Tuesday, the 27th instant, and 
we recommend, in the meantime, that all 
interested in the character of yarns 
mentioned, absolutely refrain from mak- 
ing quotations. 

‘*You will doubtless appreciate that 
your interests demand that you make 
necessary sacrifices to enable you to at- 
tend this meeting, it being believed that 
a more opportune time to improve your 
condition has never existed.’’ 


Resolutions of Respect and Sym- 
pathy—Dr. John H. McAden. 

The Board of Governors of the Amer- 
ican Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
met in Charlotte and passed the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

‘‘Whereas, At the initial meeting held 
in Charlotte, May 15, 1897, Dr. John H. 
McAden became a member of the South- 
ern Cotton Spinners’ Association, later 
incorporated as the American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association; was elected 
president of the association May 10, 
1900, and served the association well 
during his several terms of office, which 
expired May 8, 1902, whereupon he was 
elected a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, which office he held at the time 
of his death; and, 

‘‘Whereas, The association grew in 
numbers, in influence and in scope under 
his wise guidance: 

‘Therefore, We, the officers and Board 
of Governors in special meeting assem- 
bled do 

‘Resolve, First. That in the death 
of Dr. John Henry McAden this associ- 
ation has suffered an incalculable loss. 
That he was faithful in the administra- 
tion of his duties, wise in his counsels 
and considerate and affectionate in his 
friendship with his associates and his 
fellow-members. 

‘Second. That while we bow with 
humble submission to the will of Al- 
mighty God in the dispensation of His 
providence in removing from our midst 
our beloved fellow-member, yet we sor- 
row and grieve for a sincere friend, 
whose judicious counsel and conserva- 
tive administration will be sadly missed. 

“Third. That we tender to the fam- 
ily of our late associate and friend our 
sincere and affectionate sympathy in 
this hour of their sad trial and bereave- 
ment. 

‘‘Fourth. That these resolutions be 
spread on our minutes and copies thereof 
sent to the family of the deceased and 
given to the public press.’’ 

Mr. R. M. Miller, Jr., of Charlotte, 
was elected to fill the vacancy on the 
Board of Governors caused by the death 
of Dr. McAden. 

Are the Japs clothing Chinamen in 
cotton goods?

Either Japan has been fur- 
nishing the goods or some Chinese have 
been going bare. 
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IN THE FIELD OF COTTON 


Chopped Out Items of Interest to the Trade at Large Concerning the Growth and Manufacture of 





the South’s Great Satple Crop. 





An interesting feature of recent cot- 
ton mill developments in Georgia has 
been the entrance into the manufacturing 
field of several well known firms of cot- 
ton buyers. Floyd & Co., of Savannah, 
was the first to enter the manufacturing 
industry this year. This concern em- 
braced the opportunity of buying at 
forced sale the plant of the Eatonton 
Electric Co. These mills had lain idle 
for some time, but Floyd & Co. put 
money and men behind them and will 
make a successful business. The Eaton- 
ton plant included a hydro-electric in- 
stallation on a nearby stream which is 
susceptible of furnishing power for a 
much larger manufacturing plant. It 
is entirely within the bound of possi- 
bility that this will be one of the most 
important mills in Georgia within a few 
years. 


Following the Floyd example, Messrs. 
R. L. Moss & Co., vf Athens, Ga., one 
of the strongest firms of interior buyers 
in the state, recently purchased the 
plant of the Athens Manufacturing Co., 
one of the eldest mills in Georgia. The 
mill is being modernized throughout and 
as the new owners are backed by ample 
capital and are business men of marked 
ability, it is probable that the greatest 
success of the old Athens plant is in the 
future instead of in thepast. Athens is 
a manufacturing point of excellent facil- 
ities, and the entrance into the local 
mill field of so strong a firm as Moss & 
Co. is a matter of congratulation among 
the business interests there. 


The latest example of the kind is the 
purchase by 1. N. & J. W. Smith of the 
Tennille Cotton Mills. T. N. & J. W. 
Smith have been buyers at Tennille for 
many years. They are largely inter 
ested in mercantile business and farm- 
ing in addition to their cotton and fertil- 
izer interests. Several years ago when 
the Tennille mill was built by popular 
subscription on too small a scale the 
Smiths were about the heaviest stock- 
holders. The mill had an unfortunate 
history and was bandied about from 
court to court and receiver to trustee 


In the death of J. Walter Inman, of 
Inman & Co., Augusta, the cotton trade 
in the Southeast has lost one of its most 
important members. He was a member 
of the family which has produced sev- 
eral great cotton merchants, but had 
further years been given him Walter 
Inman would have been the most suc- 
cessful of them all. J. Walter Inman 
and J. F. McGowan was a combination 
of rare business ability, and the two 
possessed a knowledge of the cotton 
trade that is not given tomany. Last 
year the firm did a business which ap- 
proximated $17,000,000, according to re- 
port. The Continental connections of 
Inman & Co. are very strong. and the 
business done in those quarters is very 
large. The surviving partner, Mr. 
McGowan, is a strong figure in the 
trade, and under whatever name the 
business be conducted in the future it 
will continue to be one of the most im- 
portant in the section. 


The movement of Mexican laborers 
into the cotton fields of the Southwest 
has been much larger this year than us- 
ual. So extensive has been the tempo- 
rary migration that the ranchmen and 
mineowners of Mexico became alarmed 
and took steps to check it. Texas plant- 
ers are paying around sixty cents the 
hundred for picking, and at this price a 
husky peon of some picking experience 
will make $1 80 the day. What the av- 
erage peon will make deponent knuweth 











not, but cotton picking money is the 
easiest come and soonest go currency in 
the world. 


The movement of urban negroes to 
the fielis is always great at picking 
time. The average negro enjoys a 
couple of month’s stay in the field when 
cotton is open, but it is getting to the 
point where nothing can pull him be- 
tween the plow handles. At this season 
Southern towns begin to rigidly enforce 
their vagrancy laws and the shiftless 
class is driven to the field. Farmers 
will carry great wagonloads to the fields, 
grandmothers to pickaninnies, and the 
housewife misses both cook and wash- 
lady during picking time. The amount 
of money put into circulation in the in- 
terior towns at this time is very large. 
Cotton is the backbone of Southern 
trade, aud business is never livelier 
than at picking time. Small change is 
a great desideratum and the bunks get 
fractional silver by the bushel. When 
picking is over the negroes drift back to 
town, and the bucks and pickaninnies 
live off the earnings of the washlady 
and the purloinings of the cook. 


The years of the near future are going 
to see some remarkable changes in the 
methods of handling cotton. It is not 
possible to revolutionize an industry in 
a season, and previous attempts to 
change the form of packing have failed 
because revulutionuary methods were

adopted. The cotton trade may begin 
to prepure for changed conditions. It 
is w foregone conclusion that the South 
will control its great staple. Cotton ut 
fair prices is bringing a great volume of 
money South. Southern banks are be- 
coming strong and stay full of farmers’ 
money the yeararound. It willnot take 
long to put our financial interests in 
position to handle the crop without out- 
side assistance. Then will come the 
bonded warehouse and the negotiable 
cotton warrant or receipt. Cotton will 
be held in the South and the marketing 
extended through twelve months instead 
of three. Conditions will be more sta- 
ble and congestion of traffic lessened. 
Cotton properly protected from weather 
und fire will show a larger proportion of 
spinning grades. More cotton will be 
planted aud more made and gathered. 
Whether any scheme now before the 
public is practicable is problematical. 
‘‘The Order of Balemen,” whatever it 
may be, may die out, the various protec- 
tive associations may faii to protect, the 
round bale movement will probably be 
flattened more than the bale it fights, 
but sooner or later there will come a 
change. A great crop, upon whose 
success and proper handling the com- 
fort of millions depends, cannot always 
be mistreated as cotton has been since 
Whitney rotated his first rough saws. 


The work of improving the plant of 
the Athens Manufacturing Company has 
been somewhat delayed, but it will start 
within the next few weeks and will be 
pushed rapidly. There will be an addi- 
tion made to the building now at the 
plant, and al! the buildings will be 
placed in first-class repair. The ma- 
chinery for the mill that is to replace 
the old machinery has been ordered, and 
will be shipped as the buildings are 
ready for the installation. It is hoped 
that the lower mill will be ready to start 
operations by November 1. The upper 
mill will hardly be started before Janu- 
ary 1. It has not yet been decided 
whether that mill will be continued as a 
check mill or converted intoa yarn mill. 
It is likely that the looms will remain 
there, and that cloth will be woven when 
the mill is started up again. 


A Texas mill each year sells several 
carloads of eight-ounce duck in its im- 
mediate territory for the purpose of 
making bags for use in picking cotton. 
This is an interesting feature of the mill 
business. It would seem that if some 
mill would put on the market a standard 
pickers bag a good trade could be 
. worked upon it throughout the entire 

cotton belt. 


D. G. Devenish, manager of the new 
cotton mill to be located on the French 
Broad river at Asheville, N. C., re- 
turned from the North last week where 
he went to purchase machinery for the 
plant. The machinery will arrive with- 
in the next sixty days, and will im- 
mediately be installed and the mill put 
in operation. 


Suit has been commenced before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission by all 
the cotton mills of Augusta district 
against the Southern Railway, the At- 
lantic Coast Line, the Seaboard Air 
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Line, the Central of Georgia, the Clyde 
Steamship Company, the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company and the Ocean 
Steamship Company for a reduction of 
the present rate on cotton goods shipped 
out of the Augusta cotton mill territory, 
und for the recovery of excess rates 
that have been charged during the last 
ten years. : 

The mills entering the suit are the 
Warren and Graniteville, in the terri- 
tory adjacent to Augusta in South Car- 
olina, and the Enterprise, Sibley, Au- 
gusta and King, of Augusta. 

It is alleged in the petition that great 
factors in the increasing of these rates 
have been the excessive terminal charges 
at Charleston, Savannah and Norfolk, 
together with excessive premiunis for 
marine insurance for which no,adequate 
consideration was .given, and that all 
these excessive, and at times unneces- 
sary charges, were figured in the freight 
rates charged the mills. 

Another section of the petition charges 
that the throttling of competition when 
the Southern Railway leased or bought 
the old South Carolina & Georgia road, 
between Augusta and Charleston, is an- 
other cause of the high rate. It is fur- 
ther alleged that the road was bought 
in direct conflict with the constitution of 
South Carolina. The suit for the recov- 
ery of past excessive charges; if allowed 
by the commission, would mean that 
these transportation companies would 
have to return to the mils of this terri- 
tory a half million dollars. 


Naturally a mill man at this stage of 
the game is bearish. With high raw 
material on the one hand and low prices 
for manufactured goods on the other his 
condition is critical. Instead of hoping 
for goods to advance he prays for cotton 
to decline, and having faith in prayer 
he is apt to overdo the thing. A North 
Carolina mill man here recently was the 
most bearish individual ever seen in 
these parts. He was emphatically of 
opinion that nothing but a September 
frost could keep the crop from being 
14,000.000 bales. He also stated from 
personal observation and the reports of 
reliable acquaintances that there is not 
a hatful of bollweevils in the United 
States. This is as optimistical as the 
Irishman who fell from the roof of the 
Flatiron building in New York. After 
falling twenty-odd stories he remarked 
to a man looking out of a window as he 
passed downward, ‘‘Well, lam all right 
so far.’’ Optimism is all right, but in 
these parlous times a man must not let 
his hope overbalance his judgment. 


Inman. Akers & Inman, Atlanta, an- 
nounce that on September Ist Mr. C. B. 
Howard was admitted to the firm asa 
general partner. Mr. Howard has been 
connected with this tirm and predeces- 
sors for several years. and is a well- 
known figure in'‘the trade in the South- 
east. Heis secretary of the Southeas- 
tern Cotton Buyers’ Association, and 
has been prominent in the organization 
of that body. . 


A well-known textile machinery man 
was commenting not long ago on the 
success attained by several men who 
had worked as overseers with T. H. 
Rennie, at Graniteville. Mr. Rennie 


has long been known as one of the very 
best mill managers in the Southern 
field. At the Washington meeting quite 
a number of mill men were discussing 
the matter and several laid down the 
dictum that Rennie is the best ever. Be 
that as it may this writer says there 
are none better, and lets it go at that. 
Scott Maxwell, the clever and success- 
ful agent of the Indian Head mills, is a 
Rennie graduate. So is E. A. Thomp- 
son, of the Abbeville Cotton Mills, and 
J._E. Coburn, of the Lanett. These are 
all large and important mills, and their 
success shows that the man at the wheel 
is of great value and worth. 


Mr. S. B. Tanner has been elected 
president of the Henrietta Mills, to suc- 
ceed Mr. J. S. Spencer, deceased. Mr. 
Tanner has for some time been treasurer 
of the corporation, and it is understood 
that he will combine these duties with 
the presidency in the future. In this 
connection it is well to note that the 
capitalization of the Henrietta corpora- 
tion was originally $450,000, while con- 
servative mill men estimate the present 
value of the properties to be easily 
$2,000,000. The capitalization is now 
$1,000,000, and the property is in most 
excellent physical shape. The directors 
worthily bestowed tha presidency ou 
Mr. Tanner, as he has shown himself to 
be one of the most successful mill men 
in North Carolina. 


Mr. C. J. Jones, representing the 
American Napping Machine Co., was 
mingling with the colored goods weav- 
ers at their recent meeting in Atlanta. 


A prominent North Carolina mill man 
has given out an interview, in which he 
says that prospects for the near future 
are very good. He bases his assump- 
tion on the. fact that there is consider- 
able activity in the Philadelphia district 
where a great part of the yarn pro- 
duced in the South is woven. The in- 
terview, as published in the Charlotte 
Observer, is very interesting, and evi- 
dently comes from a man who has given 
the question close study from points of

There must be a better day somewhere. 
There is little possibility that cotton 
will go below ten cents, and the long- 


heralded readjustment of prices must 


come some time or other. 


‘The Georgia Free Lance, published at 
Lindale, devoted a recent issue ‘to the 
Confederate Veterans reunion ‘which 
was held in Rome, a suburb of Lindale. 
The special edition was a most credit- 
able one, and showed conclusively that 
the mill paper published in a mill buiid- 
ing for mill people isin the forefront of 
Georgia weeklies. 


Asa G. Candler, Jr., of the Witham 
Cotton Mills, Hartwell, Ga., is making 
some records with a big White Steamer 
auto that he is driving over the red hills 
of Hart and adjoining counties. 
Quite a number of mill men have bought 
bubblebuggies, but from all accounts 
Stuart W. Cramer, of Charlotte, has 
them all skinned so far as size of touring 
ear is concerned. An Atlanta man says 
Cramer's auto is as large asa Pullman. 
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The filing of the Smith-Whaley sched- 
ule of liabilities seems to have surprised 
some people. The amount was large, 
approximately $1,000,000, but compara- 
tively little was unsecured. The mills 
affected have been reorganized, and it 
was this reorganization which made it 
necessary for the endorser of their pa- 
per to free himself from liability by op- 
eration of the bankruptcy. No mun 
need believe that Smith Whaley is down 
und out. He is in the prime of life and 
bas the genius fur organization and con- 
structive ability developed in a very 
high degree. It is to be hoped that this 
unfortunete experience will not cause 
him to turn his attention to other sec- 
tions altogether. There is need in the 
South for men of Smith- Whaley’s ability. 


Foreign spinners seem to be taking 
kindly to the idea of visiting the South. 
If they could have been bunched with 
the Farmers’ Congress at St. Louis 
each class would have learned some- 
thing from the other. 


The reorganization of the Columbia 
mills has been perfected and new boards 
of directors have been elected. The 
boards are strong and the mills will be 
in excellent hands. Undoubtedly when 
conditions better themselves these mills 
will take their old rank among promi- 
nent textile manufactories.

Quitman is in the coust country where 
white help is scarce, The A. & G. spins 
fine yarns from sea islands and Fall 
river trained help will be of great 
advantage.

After the wrapper is off and the goods 
gotothe retailer’s shelf, the neatly rolled 
piece that handles firmly and holds its 
own, and bears inspection from center 
out, is apt to please the sulesman who 
shows it, and the customer purchasing. 

The kind of a winding board used has 
much to do with the appearance of the 
goods rolled on it. The percentage of 
loss with the wooden boards is larger 
than some makers know. With splitting, 
warping, splinters and knotholes, a good 
many mustbe thrownaside. The ‘‘Rigid”’ 
cloth board comes to do away with these 
troubles.

Superintendent and General Manager 
J. S. Brinkley. of the Harriman Cotton 
Mills, at Harriman, Tenn., has returned 
from atrip East. It is stated that Mr. 
Brinkley, while away, purchased con- 
siderable new machinery for the mills. 


A change was made last week in the 
superintendency of the Richland and 
Granby Cotton Mills, at Columbia, S. C., 
David R. Harriman, now superintendent 
of the Olympia Mill, was given super- 
vision of the two other mills to succeed 
Elias Shealy. 
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In their case against Receiver of Tax 
Returns W. J. Steed for a reduction of 
the taxable value of their property, the 
Augusta factory and the Enterprise 
Manufacturing Company have won, se- 
curing from the board of arbitrators 
what they asked. 

Ata meeting of the board of arbitra- 
tors, held yesterday, by a vote of two 
to one, it was recommended that the 
property of the mills be accepted at the 
original returns made by the mills. 

The Augusta factory returned its 
property as $310,000 and the Enterprise 
Manufacturing Company at $304,000. 
Last year the property was returned at 
the city valuation, as follows: Augusta 
factory, $465,000, and the Enterprise 
factory, $413,000. Thus each mill se- 
cures a reduction in value of over 
$100,000. 


It is reported that a cotton mill is be- 
ing projected by capitalists for North 
Augusta, Ga., and that a company with 
ofticers and directors has already been 
formed and that some local promoters 
are now arranging to finance the under- 
taking What sized mill is contem- 
plated is not known, but probably only 
a medium sized plant to commence with, 
to manufacture cloth of a finer quality 
than made in most of the mills at 
Augusta. 


Rumors are current that James U. 
Jackson, of that city, and associates are 
promoting a cotton factory enterprise, 


John T. Abney has returned from 
Laurens, S. C., and states that he is go- 
ing right to work to organize a company 
to build a new cotton mill in Columbus. 
It is understood that several local capi- 
talists are bucking the enterprise. 

He will endeavor to organize the stock 
company within the next sixty days, 
and if successful work on the mill will 
begin before the new year is ushered in. 

Within a short time work will be in 
progress on the three dams across the 
Chattahoochee river between Columbus 
and West Point, Ga. The work of build- 
ing a dam at Langdale, Ala., four miles 
below West Puvuint, is now in progress. 
This structure, which is of stone, is be- 
ing built by B. H. Hardaway for a cot- 
ton mill. 


Work on the $75,000 stone dam of the 
City Mills Company, the contract for 
which was awarded Mr. Hardaway yes- 
terday, will begin at ounce. This dam is 
within the limits of the city of Colum- 
bus. Work on the dam of the Chatta- 
hoochee Falls Company at Clapp’s Fac- 


Increase in New Mills and Additions to Old Ones in 
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tory, three miles north of Columbus, be- 
gins this fall. This development will 
afford about 15,000 horse power. 


All the water power of the Chatta- 
hoochee, from Columbus to its source, 
will be utilized; big dams across the 
river at Bull Sluice and Gainesville hav- 
ing been completed recently. 

The Glenwood Cotton Mills, Easley, 
S. C., it is reported, will install 5,000 
additional spindles and the necessary 
complement of looms. The present 
equipment of these mills is 32,032 spin- 
dles and 800 looms. 


It is proposed to organize a stock 
company at Greenwood, S.C, with 
capital of $50,000 for the purpose of 
building a mill for the manufacture of 
coarse yarns from mill waste, and lead- 
ing business men of the city are inter- 
ested in the enterprise. Rumors inti- 
mate that J. K. Durst, president of, the 
Greenwood Cotton Mills, will be 
interested. 


Mention has been mide of the great 
electric power development in progress 
at Buckhorn Falls, on the Cape Fear 
river near Moncure. The concrete dam 
is ready and is 1,600 feet in length, and 
14 feet high. At one side of this isa 
canal a mile and a quarter long, 250 feet 
wide and 20 feet deep, at the lower end 
of which is a dam 27 feet high and 250 
long. also of solid concrete. This canal 
givesa head for the eight turbine wheels, 
six large and two small, the latter for 
the exciters') The water will enter the 
canal through four headgates. In the 
great dam there are about 6,000 yards 
of concrete. The power house wil] be 
one story, 40 feet high, 100 long and 35 
wide, and will be of solid concrete, like 
the dam, inside in forms. Thedam will 
back the water 12 to 15 miles. and a 
steamboat will be used with the great 
pond there formed. The giant dynumos 
have all this year been at Moncure. 
They will be skidded to the river, and 
there put on barges and taken to the 
power house. There are eight of them. 
The wheel-pit in which the turbines will 
go is to be 23 feet deep, 47 wide and 100 
Jong and cut out of the stone. Pepper 
& Register, of Philadelphia. are contrac- 
tors for the work, which is to cost $500, - 
000. Philadelphia men are the princi- 
pal owners of the great plant. 


The Blue Ridge Knitting Co., Hagers- 
town, Md., has erected another story on 
its mill building and awarded contract 
for fifty additional knitting machines, 
giving the plant an increased produc- 
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tion of 250 pairs of hosiery. Equipment 
at present is 200 machines. 


Frank H. Cotton, formerly manager 
of the Hope Mills, has purchased the 
machinery of the LaFayette Knitting 
Mill Company, hosiery, of Fayetteville, 
N. C., and is moving it to buildings 
which he has secured for a mill. 


The Georgetown, Md., Hosiery Man- 
ufacturing Co. has been incorporated 
with $75,000 capital. The incorporators 
are: C. M. Bamberger, E. B. Bamberger, 
L. W. Lahr, J. M. Frere, E. Peerce, 
Everett Dufour and J. McSinclair. 


The Marietta Knitting Co. has added 
about 1800 square feet of floor space to 
its plant and purchased additional equip- 
ment. The new machinery is in posi- 
tion, and it increases the mill’s output 
to 700 dozen pairs of high-grade seam- 
less half-hose per day. 


Greenwood Cotton Mills are now in- 
stalling 10,000 spindles and 300 looms in 
the number two mill. The new power 
plant will consist of a heavy duty Cooper 
engine, single condensing 24 inches by 
48 inches. The original mill is driven 
by a cross compound Cooper Corliss 
20 x 36 x 48 with three return tubular 
boilers of the Cooper make and one 
Lombard boiler. 


Work on the foundation for the Davis 
Hosiery Mills plant at Ar.ington 
Heights, near Chattanooga, Tenn , has 
been completed and the superstructure 
wiil be pushed to completion as rapidly 
us possible. The new plant will be one 
of the must complete of its kind in the 
South, being erected and equipped ata 
cost of $1(0.000. The machinery for the 
plant has already been ordered from the 
East and will arrive in a few weeks. It 
is expected that the plant will be ready 
for operation by the latter part of Octo- 
ber. 


The Trenton Cotton Mill at Trenton, 
Tenn., has been sold to Messrs, J. A. 
Landis. A. S. Elder and J. Fred, for the 
sum of $34.000. 


The machinery for the addition to the 
Loray Mill. Gustonia, N. C., is begin- 
ning to arrive. There are 32,000 spin- 
dies, 90 cards. 840 looms to come. The 
machinists will be putting it in until 
some time in September, when it will all 
be set up if the work is not delayed. 
The looms will be put on the first floor, 
the cards on the third floor, and the 
spindles on the fifth. 
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J. W. Cabaniss, of Bibb county, Ga., 
J. L. Kennedy, J. L. Fogg, J. P. Thur- 
man, J. W. Henderson and W. W. Lamb- 
din, of Pike county, are making applica- 
tion to the Pike superior court to be in- 
corporated as the Aldora Mills. The 
company will operate the plant formerly 
owned by the Barnesville Manufactur- 
ing Company, which was recently sold 
and bought in by the persons mentioned. 

It originally cost nearly $200,000 and 
isa fairly equipped mill. It has been 
idle for some time, but it is the purpose 
of the new company to put it in opera- 
tion as early as possible. 


The Hudson Overall Company, of 
Greensboro, N. C., has been chartered 
for the manufacture of overalls and 
other articles of clothing and wearing 
apparel. Total authorized capital stock 
$100,000, divided into shares of $100 
each. Initial capital with which to 
begin business, $10,000. Incorporators 
and shareholders: C. C. Hudson, W.

Twenty-seven car loads of machinery 
for the Atlantic & Gulf Mills, Quitman, 
Ga., have been received and unloaded, 
and three more cars are yet tocome, mak- 
ing thirty carsinal]. A partof the ma- 
chinery was made at Oldham, England, 
and a part at Pawtucket, R. 1. by a 
branch of an English manufacturing 
concern that has shops there; so most of 
the machinery may be classed as English 
made. The management have two or 
three old machines used in the Quitman 
Mills thirty years ago,and a comparison 
of these with the modern, up-to-date 
machines furnishes an interesting illus- 
tration of the wonderful progress made 
in the manufacture of cotton goods in 
that length of time. A number of ex- 
pert ‘‘machine fixers’’ are busily at 
work putting up and adjusting the ma- 
chines. A number of the carders are 
already up and are being ground by an 
automatic machine that works like it 
had human intelligence. A number of 
the spinning frames with their spindles 
of polished steel, are in position and 
ready for work. 

The building is of the best possible 
description and is well lighted through- 
out. Water pipes that run overhead 
through the building are provided with 
fusible plugs that melt at a certain de- 
gree of heat, thus securing an automatic 
safeguard against fire. 

A new battery of boilers is being 
placed to supply power for the second 
big engine. Power is supplied the new 
mill by wire rope transmission, a large 
wire cable running over six grooved 
pulleys at either end, and with a sus- 
pension pulley to allow for contraction 
and expansion of the rope. This ar- 
rangement gives excellent results and 
runs smoothly and almost noiselessly. 

As an additional safeguard against 
fire a large tank 75 feet high is being 
built of boiler iron. Sections of the 
tank are raised, one at a time, and riv- 
eted in place with red hot bolts, a port- 
able forge being used on top of the frame 
work for this purpose. The tank will 
hold 60,000 gallons of water and will 
cost $3,150. 

When this mil! is completed and put 
in operation the stockholders may feel 
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assured that they have as good a mill, 
in all respects, as can be found in the 
South. J. W. Spain, the manager, has 
given his entire time and attention to 
the work in hand, and he takes a par- 
donable pride in believing that he has 
secured the best possible in everything 
that goes to make a complete and mod- 
ern spinning mill.

The Glennwood Cotton Mills, Easley, 
will put in 5,000 more spindles and more 
looms. They now have 18,240 spindles 
and 446 looms. 
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The Easley Cotton Mills began in 
1900 with 10,000 spindles, and now have 
33,000 and 800 looms, and are building 
large and handsome offices. 


The Greenwood Cotton Mills will soon 
complete its No. 2 mill, the equipment 
of which will be 10,750 spindles and 300 
looms, as announced previously. 


The Siluria Cotton mills, Siluria, Ala., 
have recently been put in operation, the 
machinery having been started about 
the middie of August. This is a yarn 
mill of 10,336 spindles, and has a capi- 
tal stock of $250,000. - The miil building 
is two stories in height and contains

Brookside Mills, president; Wm. H. 
Gass, president of the Knoxville Bank- 
ing Company, treasurer; Capt. E. Lang, 
vice-president and general manager; 
Mr. A. C. Smith, secretary. The two 
last named gentlemen are residents of 
West Point, Ga. 

The company will operate two mills—- 
one in Lanett, Ala., and the other in 
West Point, Ga. They will have a com- 
plete plant for spinning, weaving, dye- 
ing, bleaching and finishing, and will 
manufacture a line of laprobes, por- 
tieres, fancy bleached towels, crochet, 
Marseilles, Mitchelene quilts and spe- 
cialties. It will be the only plant in the 
Southern States making this line of 
fabrics and one of the few mills of the 
country covering all processes from the 
raw stock to the finished article. The 
company, in securing the Alabamachar- 
ter, will be exempt from state and 
county tax for ten years. 


It is reported that the Belton Cotton 
Mills, of Belton, Texas, will double its 
plant of 3,121 spindles and 100 looms. 


Indian Head Mills, Cordova, Ala., of 
which Scott Maxwell is agent, is putting 
in a large filtration plant toimprove the 
water supply of its mill village. A new 
turbine pump of 500 gallons capacity 
the minute is also being put in. This 
mill company has been noted for the care 
bestowed upon its operatives, and this 
last instance is only one of many pre- 
caitions taken to secure the health and 
comfort of its work people. 


During the year the Pacolet Manfac- 
turing Co. has built a fine church for its 
mill village at New Holland, Ga. The 
cost of the structure was approximately 
$8,000. 

The Rushton Cotton Mills, Griftin, 
Ga., recently declared an annual divi- 
dend of 8 per centum, About $25,000 
worth of new machinery is now being 
installed at this plant. 


It is reported that 5,000 spindles and 
the necessary complement of prepara 
tory machinery will shortly be added to 
the plant of the Central Mills, Syla- 
cauga, Ala. T.S. Plowman is president 
and buyer. 


The new Ashby Cotton Mill will be 
started up at Emporia, Va., September 
15. The mill will contain over 8,000 
spindles, and will be the most modern 
mill of its kind in the country, as it will 
run entirely on specialties. The cotton 








mill company owns and controls the 
most valuable water power on the 
Meherrin river at Emporia, and in ad- 
dition to the cotton mill is erecting large 
gins and a bonded warehouse. The 
mill will consume all of the cotton that 
is raised in the vicinity of Emporia. It 
is the intention of the compuny in the 
near future to largely increase the mill 
so us to utilize the entire water power, 
which is upward of 3,500 horse. 


Bids for the 15,000-spindle Carthage 
(Mo.) Cotton Mills have been received 
from builders. The lowest bid was that 
of T. C. Thompson, of Birmingham, 
Aiabama, $44,250. This is for a build- 
ing with a capacity of 15,000 spindles 
and 450 looms. It is proposed to install 
10,000 spindles and 300 looms at the 
start. Mr. Thompson, who is already 
lurgely interested in mill property in 
South, agrees to take $10,000 of stock 
in the new company in part payment if 
the building contract is awarded to him. 
The contract will be awarded soon. The 
total cost of building and equipment will 
be in the neighborhood of $200,000. This 
is the company of which Witten Mc- 
Donald. of Kansas City, is at the head, 
and which wus recently incorporated 
under the laws of Delaware for $600,000. 


The First National Bank and the Cor- 
sicana National Bank, of Corsicana, 
Texas, have purchased at sheriff’s sale 
the Corsicana Cotton Factory, a plant 
of 5,000 spindles and 150 looms. 


There will be a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Carolina Cotton Mills in 
Greenville August 16th, to vote on an 
increase of capital stock of the company 
from $50,000 to $100,000, and also to en- 
large the present mill building and in- 
stall 160 looms. It is understood that 
the stockholders have already definitely 
decided upon these improvements. 

J. 1. Westervelt, president of the mills, 
said that the construction of the addi- 
tion would begin immediately after the 
stockholders’ meeting. All arrange- 
ments for doing the work having been 
made, 

The addition will be 110 feet long by 
60 wide, and two stories high. It will 
practically double the floor space of the 
plant. 

No moré spindles will be added at 
present, as the new looms will simply 
consume the output of the spindles now 
in operation. 

The new. shares of stock will be issued 
as preferred. J. E. Sirrine, of Green- 
ville, will be in charge of the construc- 
tion of the addition. 
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The subject of waste manufacture is 
receiving a good deal of attention in the 
South. Several waste mills have been 
organized during the past few years and 
others are projected. Asa rule, these 
mills are succeeding splendidly. They 
sbuy linters und cotton waste which they 
manufacture into coarse yarns for cheap 
hosiery and other purposes. Commis- 
sion men say that the demand for this 
line of goods is greater than the supply. 
A mill man who has investigated. the 
matter says his figures shows that there 
ought to be a protit of about six cents a 
pound for a waste mill. 

Another direction in which a few 
weaving mills in the South have found 
it profitable to turn their attention is 
the manufacture of a cheap grade of 
goods for local consumption. A mill 
that is in a position to make cloth to be 
used by local concerns for grain bags 
and other similar purposes can save 
freights and commissions on sales. In 
almost every section of the South some 
mill could probably run a portion of its 
equipment on this class of work.—Char- 
lotte Chronicle. 


It is reported that W. P. Anderson, of 
Westminster, S. C.. is organizing a com- 
pany, to have capital stock of $20,000, 
for the purpose of establishing a knit- 
ting mill at that place. 


J. D. Hamlin, of Rockford N.C., has 
interested a Northern cotton mill firm 
in a water power and site for the erec- 
tion of a cotton mill. The parties have 
been investigating the location and it is 
reported that they have arranged for 
the purchase of a suitable site. located 
one mile below Holyfield, N. C., upon 
which to erect a mill. 


A charter was issued last week to the 
Cumberland Cotton and Warehouse Com- 
pany, of Fayetteville, N.C., to conduct 
a storage warehouse and general cotton 
buying business. The authorized capi- 
tal stock is $25,000, but business will be 
commenced with $5,000. The incorpo- 
rators are Joseph Schwab, of Goldsboro, 
Arnold Boyden, of Goldsboro, and Na- 
than Schwab, of Philadelphia. 


The Alpine Cotton Mills, at Morgan- 
ton, N. C., have been authorized to in- 
crease capital stock of $100,000 to 
$125,000. 


A. J, Baxter, of High Shoals Manu- 
facturirg Co., has purchased a $7,000 
tract of land within a few miles of High 
Shoals, and rumor has it that he will 
erect a cotton mill on the property.

Description and Birdseye View of One of the Most Modern Southern Cotton Mills. 





The prosperity of thiscompany comprises a new dam and 
power station on the Dan river, about two and one-half miles 
above the business’ portion of the city of Danville, Va., and 
a cotton mill, known as the Dan River Cotton Mills, at an 
elevation of over 200 feet above the river level. 

The arrangement of the buildings has been made with a 
special view of economy in the labor of handling stock from 
the time the raw material comes into the yard until the 
finished product is put on the cars for shipment to the con- 
sumer. The arrangement of the railroad side tracks is such 
as to bring the raw stock into the cotion houses on the west 
side, where it can be delivered directly to the upper floors, 
and by gravity dropped into a special section devoted to an 
opening room, from which point the stock is carried by 
blowers either to the mill direct or to the dye house for the 
manipulation of such stock as is to be colored. The dye 
house is fully equipped with the best of modern apparatus 
for dyeing raw stock, and has a second story containing 
dyers for manipulation of the stock after dyeing. 

From the dry-room the stock is blown direct into the 
upper story of the picker section of the mill, and this section 
is at the junction of the two wings of the main building, so 
that the stock, after going through the pickers on the lower 
stories, can be taken into either mill, as shall be required 
fur the goods in process. The pickers are arranged on the 
two lower stories of the building, the upper, or third, story 
of the picker section being a storeroom only for the various 
yvrades and colors of stock, whence they are taken by gravity 
to the pickers below. 

The two main buildings are devoted to the preparatory 
processes of carding, spinning, warping, and slashing, and 
the yarn goes thence direct by bridges from each of the main 
buildings into an independent weaving room. This latter is 
a one-story building, with a well-lighted basement for 
shufting and other power purposes, and with a specially- 
constructed saw tooth roof, bringing the highest illumina- 
tion into the room without the introduction of any sunlight 
whatsoever, so that the weaving can be carried on with the 
very greatest advantage. Asthe product is largely colored 
voods, this feature of lighting is of the greatest advantage. 

From the weave room one bridge leads directly into an 
independent building devoted especially to the finishing and 
storage of cloth. The finishing occupies the first story, 
pressing, inspection, brushing. calendering and folding, 
while in the upper stories the stock is kepu in 
piles awaiting orders for shipment. in the base- 


ment of this building the boxes are prepared 
ready to meet all shipping requirements. The goods 
are boxed on the first, or main floor, and shipped 





directly to the cars on the side-track at just the opposite 
side of the yard from which the raw stock enters. 

The entire plant is operated throughout by electric mo- 
tors from current supplied from the power house at the 
river, about 4,000 feet distant, and at a level about 200 feet 
below that of the mill. 

Provision has been made for a boiler plant of sufficient 

capacity for heating and dyeing, and the plant is equipped 
in the most approved manner throughout, with a system of 
heating and ventilation by the Sturtevant blower system, 
independent equipments being installed in each building su 
that the degree of temperature can be regulated as desired, 
especial provision being made for the hot weather of sum- 
mer. 
All the wires bringing current to the mill buildings are 
underground except the transmission line from the power 
house to the transformer, and this has advantage both in 
appearance of the plant and the safety of operation, since 
no operative can very readily come in contact with electrical] 
wires, as the line from the power house to the mill, which 
carries a current at 6,000 volts, is carried in a ravine where 
it is away from interference. 

The capacity of the mill buildings at present erected is 
over 53,000 spindles, and the arrangement of machinery is 
now for an average of No. 20s yarns in the production of 
coarse gingham goods. The capacity of the present plant 
is 84,000 Ibs. of finished goods per week, and there are in the 
present equipment over 1,500 standard looms for 36-inch 
goods. When the plant is completed the provision will be 
made for practically doubling the above machinery and pro- 
duction, but the cloth hall and other finishing buildings are 
already provided for the entire equipment. 

The power plant comprises a dam spanning the entire 
valley of the Dan river at an available point opposite and 
north of the mill buildings, about 4,000 feet distant. The 
dam gives a head of 25 feet, and has a clear rollway of over 
900 feet for the passage of flood water.. Provision has been 
made for drawing the entire flow of the river, including 
such storage as is available, through aseries of water wheels 
with direct connected generators, and is expected to develop 
by these wheels from 4,000 to 4,500 h. p. Provision is made 
not only for the supply of water to the mill, but for the 
lighting of the plant, as well as the lighting of the mill 
village. which has been built on the hillsides surrounding 
the mill, for the accommodation of the operatives. These 
houses are especially well built and much better than the 
ordinary operatives’ houses. 

The water supply for the mill plant is provided by a 
specially-arranged system of pumping by water power, with 
auxiliary steam pumps filtering station. into a reservoir, 
containing one ard one-quarter million gallons, at the level 
of the mill yard. In addition to this, provision is made fcr

George B. Hinman, of Atlanta, was contractor for the 
buildings. He has built some of the most important mills 
in the South, and his latest work is in full keeping with the 
previous efforts. Among those built in the past by Mr. 
Hinman are the Dallas, Lowe and Rowe Milis at Huntsville, 
Ala., and the Coosa Mill, No. 2, at Piedmont, Ala. The 
Dan River Mills are considered to be one of the best ex- 
amples of modern mill construction in the South, and the 
work has proceeded rapidly despite obstacles that are some- 
what unusual in their nature. 

The standpipe and tank shown in the illustration and the 
boilers in this plant were furnished by the Cole people at 
Newnan, Ga. The roofing, which amounts to some 210,000 
square feet, is the well-known gravel roof supplied by C. P. 
Murphey & Son, Atlanta, Ga. Thesame firm also laid 6,500 
square yards of tar concrete on the ground floor to prevent 
dampness rising to the floor and rotting it.

This resolution was the matter 
of a hard fight, but was finally passed. 
The resolution given to the press was as 
follows: 


‘Resolved, That this meeting recom- 
mend to the members of this association 
that final action be taken at an adjourned 
meeting to be held at Charlotte, N. C., 
October 5th, binding its members not to 
place goods on memoranda, or guarantee 
prices to their customers. Furthermore, 
not to allow cancellation of contracts by 
customers, and that fulfillment of all 
contracts be rigidly enforced. We also 
recommend thataction be taken on freight 
allowances, which have grown to be 
excessive.”’ 

F. O. Moring, of Raleigh, was elected 
president of the organization, and ap-

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Wasting Fuel in Southern Cotton 
Mills.

Any practical, well-informed mechan- 
ical engineer, familiar with the cotton 
mill steam plants in the South, must ad- 
mit that fuel economy in the majority of 
Southern cotton mills has been sadly 


neglected. It is a fact that considerable 
progress has been made in this line in 
the South in the past five to ten years, 
but some one has said ‘‘the largest room 
in the world is room for improvement, ”’ 
and this certainly applies to the subject 
in hand. 

I remember talking with one of the 
managers of a very large iron furnace 
concern in Alabama some five or six 
years ago in regard to fuel economy in 
their plant—a very large one. When I 
suggested some very simple methods of 
saving large quantities of coal in their 
steam plam plant, he replied, ‘Well, 
this is all very good, but we mine our 
own coal and it does not cost us any- 
thing, therefore we are not interested in 
the subject.’’ In talking with the same 
man a few years later, when the price of 
iron was not so high and the conditions 
not so favorable for profits, he said ‘‘we 
are now perfectly willing to spend a 
large sum of money to make this saving 
for the simple reason that every ton of 
coal we can save we can sell.” 

These two points of view represent, I 
believe, the situation regarding the 
Southern cotton mills. Some years ago 
the profits were large and easily made, 
and it seemed that a fairly good mill 
could make good dividends without re- 
gard to whether their steam plant was 
economical or wasteful... Now, times 
have changed, and every manager of a 
first-class cotton mill begins to realize 
that ‘‘a dollar saved is a dollar earned.”’

I can recall the time when a great many 
cotton mills would feed cold water to 
their boilers and allow their engine ex- 
haust to go to the atmosphere unused, 
and this has not been many years ago. 
Of course, this was the exception and 
not the rule. Such a plant now would 
be regarded as a monstrosity. 

Any keen observer, however, who is 
sufficiently up in steam plant engineer- 
ing and acquainted with Southern cot- 
ton mills, knows very well that the 
boiler room and engine room come in for 
attention at the eleventh hour. Even 
in purchasing equipment for new mills, 
there is a decided inclination on the part 
of many owners to make all their ar- 
rangements for a first-class mill, and 
then buy the steam plant with whatever 
money happens to be left. There is 
also an inclination to not only put in 
cheap equipment in the power-house, 
but cheap men to operate it. This usu- 
ally means cheap cost and expensive re- 


sults. The combined wastefulness of 
fuel in Southern cotton mills is enor- 
mous. After recovering from the 


monthly shock of paying the fuel bill 
the manager will probably smooth his 
own ruffled feelings by saying: ‘Well, 
my steam plant is just as economical as 
Smith’s; in fact, my engineer says it is 
the most economical plant in the state.”’ 
If a census were taken (as some of us 
have taken it mentally), there would be 
found about six mills in each county 
having ‘‘the most economical steam

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plant in the state.’’ ‘‘The woods are 
full of them; there are six on each limb.” 

But can the aforesaid manager know 
exactly and precisely whether his power 
plant is economical? . My reply is: Make 
periodical and systematic tests! 
Bring the efticiency of boiler, engines, 
etc., up to standard results, and insist 
on keeping them there! If your regular 
engineer cannot make the tests, get an 
outsider who can! Engines should be 
indicated carefully and frequently. I 
venture to say that not one-fourth of the 
cotton mills in the South have indicators 
by which their engines can be tested. 
This being the case, neither the engineer 
nor any one else can tell what the en- 
gines are doing. Buteven a worse fault 
is not to indicate or test the boilers. It 
is just as important to thoroughly test 
the evaporation of a boiler plant as it is 
to test the economy of the engines. 
There is probably not one Southern cot- 
ton mill out of twenty today prepared 
for a systematic and periodical testing 
of the boilers. Without a thoroughly 
made evaporation test, weighing the 
coal used and the water going to the 
boilers with all other necessary observa- 
tions, the engineer cannot possibly tell 
whether it is requiring four pounds or 
ten pounds of coal per boiler horse 

wer. If such a test is thoroughly 
and carefully made by some one compe- 
tent to make it, the chances are 9 out of 
10 it will clearly show that the boiler 





economy is far below standard and open 
the eyes of the engineer. This should 
then lead to an investigation as to the 
condition of the furnaces, the boilers, 
the firing, the amount of load carried 
by each boiler, etc., etc. When all 
these conditions are brought to a high 
standard you could then ‘‘set the pace’”’ 
as to the amount of fuel to be used un- 
der regular conditions. 

In then trying to bring the economy 

up to a high standard the different meth- 
ods of firing, the different kinds of coal, 
the cleanliness of the boiler inside and 
out, the condition of the grate bars, the 
combustion chamber, the draft and all 
these important features can be thor- 
oughly considered and tested. 
“The difference between clean boilers 
and dirty boilers frequently represents 
a snug sum in twelve months. The dif- 
ference between intelligent firing and 
‘‘coal-heaving” frequently represents a 
goodly amount on the right side of the 
ledger. 

Of course, the engineer should be 
given every encouragement in the way 
of up-to-date equipment of unquestioned 
merit, proven so by long practice—not 
“experiments.” 

Nothing is more demoralizing to an 
engineer in charge than for him to see 
money floating away in the exhaust 
steam, the smoke, or in some other 
‘‘leakage,’’ when it should be saved by 


9£ 
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intelligently installing the proper ap- 
pliances or equipment to handle the ex- 
isting conditions. 

Does the average cotton mill manager 
appreciate that a fuel economizer »vlaced 
between the boilers and chimney can 
save about three tons of coal out of 
every car load by simply utilizing the 
waste heat of the smoke not recoverable 
any other way? ‘The return on the in- 
vestment in a mill running eleven hours 
a day with usual conditions will average 
thirty to forty per cent. yearly—a pretty 
good dividend. 

There are several improved methods 
of burning soft coal which will return 
equally large dividends. Common grate 
furnaces are clearly unequal to the duty 
of properly burning soft coal Several 
patent furnaces have unquestioned merit 
as evidenced by the great number in 
successful operation. But they must be 
intelligently selected and installed to 
suit the conditions. Noone of them will 
fitall cases. ‘There are no ‘‘cure-alls” 
in steam plant practice, and hence the 
necessity of intelligent engineering. 

I believe if these ideas were followed 
out in Southern cotton mills, there 
would be less opening for the odious 
comparison frequently made with the 
steam plants of first class street railway 
and electric plants of the South—viz.:

The Woodside mill is Greenville’s 
newest cotton mill and began operations 
just five months ago. 

The annual meeting of the directors 
was held recently and the reports were 
so highly satisfactory that a resolution 
was passed by the board recommending 
that the capital stock be doubled for the 
purpose of increasing the plant. 

The splendid showing made by the 
management of this property, and that 
too in face of the most trying manufac- 
turing conditions, with mills in all sec- 
tions closing down on account of the 
high price of the staple, is believed to 
be without a parallel. 

The present capitalization is $200,000, 
and this will be increased immediately 
to $400,000. 

It has been decided to begin the work 
of enlarging the structure atonce. The 
building was closed at one end with 
wood to provide for possible enlarge- 
ment and at that point the addition will 
be built. 

Estimates are being prepared and the 
preliminaries can be arranged.

He could 
organize and carry to a successful end 
any kind of industrial enterprise. The 
Henrietta Cotton Mill resulted from one 
of his original ideas, .His business as- 
sociates say that Mr. Spencer was very 
prudent and at the same time very pro- 
gressive. He was hospitable to any 
project that had merit in it. 

At the time of his death Mr: Spencer 
held the following offices: president of 
the Commercial National Bank, of Char- 
lotte; president of the Henrietta Cotton 
Mills, of Henrietta; president of the 
Florence Cotton Mill, at Forest City; 
president of the Anchor Mill, at Hun- 
tersville; president of the Columbia Cot- 
ton Mill, at Ramseur, and vice-presi- 
dent of the Highland Park Mills, of 
Charlotte and Rock Hill, S. C. He 
owned an interest in mills at Rocking- 
ham and other places. 

Six months during the Civil War Mr. 
Spencer served as captain of a company. 
At the close of the war he returned 
home and was elected clerk of the court 
of his county. He was a member of the 
great constitutional convention of 1868— 
the one that gave the state its present 
constitution and code. 

In 1858 Mr. Spencer married Miss 
Henrietta McRae, of Montgomery coun- 
ty. Shesurvives him with the follow- 
ing children: Mrs. D. H. Anderson, 
Mrs. S. B. Tanner, of Henrietta; Mrs. 
J. A. Bell and Mrs. A. M. Whisnant, 
and Mr. Leake Spencer. Mrs. J. C. 
Smith, the oldest. child, died several 
years ago. ‘Two brothers, one in Texas 
and the other in California, survive Mr. 
Spencer.

results. In laboring for himself he 
wrought well for his town. He wasa 
devoted member of the Methodist 


church, and gave liberally of his wealth 
for all worthy causes.

Spinners and commission houses dealing in 
cotton yarns continue to grumble over the diffi- 
culties which they have to contend with in 
doing business, yet the past week has seen a 
very fair quantity of yarn going into consump- 
tion. This quantity, however, would not make 
much of a show if compared with the business 
transacted during normal cunditions for users 
who are accustomed to purchasing 100.000 
pounds at a time have been taking from 25,000 
to 40,000 pounds. The trade during the week 
under review has been largely with the weavers, 
who have bought from 16s to 20s 2-ply at the 
range we quote. Dissatisfaction, however, con- 
tinues to exist at the slowness with which orders 
are coming in, and many of the spinners are 
still unable to increase their running time. 
They have held out further inducements to con- 
sumers to operate by cutting prices again this 
week, Sea Island and Egyptian yarns being 
quoted from ‘ec to lec less per pound, and 
Southern frame spun hosiery yarns have been 
reduced on the average of le per pound.

their prices in 
cotton market should prove an incentive for 
them them to cover their wants for a time. 
There is nothing in the cotton market to war- 
rant spinners in marking down their yarns, and 
it is not likely that they will go much if any 
lower unless cotton shows a radical decline. It 
seems almost certain that yarns can be bought 
to-day at a price that spinners will spurn to 
accept a month from now. The consumers of 
yarns cannot be said to be the ones at fault for 
the bearish proclivities which they display in 
placing orders, for it is well known that they 
have not been able to dispose of their finished 
goods at a price that will allow them to pay the 
price asked for yarns. Not only is the trade 
averse to paying the prices asked for goods, but 
it is purchasing in exceedingly small quantities.

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The iron center wood rim pulley, how- 
ever, that has been produced up to the 
present time is rather a clumsy affair, 
being as heavy or heavier than the regu- 
lar iron pulleys, consequently the 
weight is a factor against it. 

Quite recently a pulley has been put 
on the market, the spider of which is 
made from pressed sheet steel, similar 
to an all steel pulley, while the rim is 
made up of wood segments, which makes 
an attractive pulley to look at, and for 
several reasons would seem to be an 
ideal cotton mill pulley. 

In the first place, it is light in weight, 
weighing about the same as an ordinary 
wood pulley. In the second place, it 
has a steel hub together with inter- 
changeable iron bushings, which makes 
a permanent fastening to the shaft. 
Third, it has the steel spokes that re- 
duce the windage to uw minimum. 
Fourth, it has the wood rim which gives 
it as good adhesion to the belt as a regu- 
lar wood pulley. Fifth, it is easily kept 
clean. 

It does not collect dust as a regular 
wood pulley does, and as the inside of 
the rim is convex instead of concave, it 
does not collect dust at the rim in any 
considerable umount, and whatever is 
collected is easily eleaned off by holding 
a broom against the pulley for a minute 
while it is ranning. 

This pulley cannot be used to advan- 
tage, however, below 16 inch diameter. 
Below that diameter the same people, 
namely: The Oneida Stell Pulley Com- 
pany, of Oneida, N. Y.. who manufacture 
the combination pulley, manufacture an 
all steel pulley which is also very at- 
tractive, light in weight, and would 
seem to be the best adapted for cotton 
mill work of any pulley of small diame. 
ter that is made, being wholly of pressed 
sheet steel. 

Manufacturers, as a rule, in the South 
have not given enough attention to their 
transmission construction, and their 
friction load has not been considered as 
much as it has been in some other parts 
of the country. 

It is our opinion that many of the 
manufacturers would be surprised if 
they were to take a card off their engine 
and learn the amount of horse- power re- 
quired to carry their friction load. By 
means of light pulleys that have good 
adhesion to the belt, so as to reduce the 
strain on the belts, and reduce the wind- 
age to a minimum, the friction load can 


be materially reduced, all of which rep- | 


resents dollars.
